MUSHROOM  SPAWN. 

Cri/TURE. — Any  dark  room  or  pit  where  the  tem- 
perature can  be  kept  from  50  to  60  degrees  will  do 
for  the  culture  of  mushrooms.  In  preparation  for 
a  mushroom  bed,  procure  soil  from  an  old  pasture, 
and  fresh  horse  manure,  free  from  straw  or  litter, 
and  mix  thoroughly  in  proportion  of  three  parts 
horse  manure  to  one  of  loam ;  previous  to  mixing, 
the  manure  should  be  turned  a  number  of  times  to 
get  rid  of  the  heat;  make  out  of  this  compost  a  bed 
eight  by  ten  inches  deep,  pressed  solidly;  let  the 
temperature  recede  until  it  reaches  about  90  degrees, 
then  plant  pieces  of  spawn  the  size  of  a  walnut  in 
holes  two  or  three  inches  deep  and  six  inches  apart 
each  way;  cover  the  holes,  pressing  the  soil  solid. 
At  the  expiration  of  ten  days,  cover  the  whole  with 
two  inches  of  fresh  loam,  and  over  this  spread  three 
or  four  inches  of  straw,  hay  or  litter;  in  about  eight 
weeks  the  mushrooms  make  their  appearance.  If 
the  surface  becomes  drv,  wet  with  warm  water.
